The fire hazards is reported high- 
est in the upper peninsula and in 
northern lower Michigan, but warm 
sunny days of the prolonged Indian 
summer have produced a dangerous- 
ly dry condition in the southern zone

viest hunter concentration.

A year ago, they say, more wooded

And so does Dr, Eugene B. Elliott, 
state superintendent of public in- 
struction. 
' The other day we received a tele- 
phone call. Norm Borgerson, one of 
Dr. Elliott’s aides, was © on the line. 
“There’s a very important dinner 
coming up next Monday night, and

He knew them by their first 
names, He injected humor. He said of 
Tom Wilson, director of civil service; 
“Here is a man we all love.” Called 
by first name and given an accurate 
and semi-flattering reference, each 
person was in good spirits by the 
time the next speaker arose to talk. 
Pete Hoffmaster, dirctor of the 
state conservation department, knows 
his conservation. He lives it. He eats 
it. He sleeps it. He told about the 
state’s 18 group camps whereby 
groups of five to 60 persons may be 
given overnight camp facilities and 
groups up to 250 persons thus served 
was 5,559; the summer seasons added 
6,446, and the calendar year’s total 
will be between 15,000 and 16,000. 


Where are these camps? Pete? 
didn’t go into details, and so we in- 
quired later. Three are in the Water- 
loo recreational area; two. in the 
Yankee Springs area.

The 
foundation gives the state an annual 
grant of $7,500 to promote group 
camps. 


The final speaker was Aovernor 
Kim Sigler. Recuperating from an ill- 
ness, he told about a book he had 
just read. It’s title was “The Misun- 
herstood Patriot” — Michigan’s first 
governor, Stevens T. ‘Mason. The 


governor recited from memory in- 


cidents- and dates about Michigan’s 
early history. And when we wonder- 
ed how far off the beam he had gone, 
he wound it up neatly and effeetive-

"The Sigler mind is amazing in its 
ability to remember names, dates 
and information. It has created a di- 
lemma for him, because he is under 
constant pressure to speak. He likes 
people, he likes to speak, and the re- 
sult is neither good for his health nor 
for the accumulation of problems at 
the executive office in Lansing. 

We left the dinner with the im- 
pression: One, Michigan is only be- 
make use of its public 
land.

An ordinance authorizing the ac- 
quisition and construction of addi- 
tions, extensions and improvements 
to the water supply system of the 
City of East Jordan; authorizing and 
providing for the issuance of self- 
liquidating revenue bonds for the 
purpose of defraying the cost thereof 
under the provisions of Act 94, Pub- 
lic Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amend- 
ed; providing for the fixing, collec- 
tion, segregation and disposition of 
the revenues of said water supply 
system and payment of said bonds 
out of the revenues thereof; creating 
a statutory lien on such revenues 
and providing for other matters rela-

THE'CITY OF EAST JORDAN 
ORDAINS: ; 
Section 1. The City Council of the 
of the City of East Jordan, Charle- 


voix County, Michigan, hereby de-

itations: 


(a) The complete and entire water. 


system now owned and operated by 
the City of East Jordan, including 
wells or other source of supply, dis- 
tribution system, treatment facilities 


and all related equipmen. 


(b) All extensions and improve- 
ments to the water system of the 
City of East.Jordan, including any 
which may be made while any of the 
bonds are outstanding. 

(c) All real and personal property 
of every character and description 
owned by the City of East Jordan 
and used or useful in the operation 
of its water system, including real 
estate, water mains, wells, hydrants, 
valves, meters, reservoirs, tanks, 
treatment plants, machinery, appara- 
tus, equipment, franchises, contracts, 
rights, privileges, leaseholds and ease- 
ments pertinent thereto. 

Wherever the words “Revenues” 
and “Net Revenues” are used in this 


Ordinance, they shall be understood

Section 2 of Act 94, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1938, as amended. 

Section 4. Said bonds shall be des- 
ignated WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM 
REVENUE BONDS, and shall be, not 
general obligations of the City of 
East Jordan, but Revenue Bonds, 
payable out of the net revenues of 
the System after provision has been 
made for payment of expenses of op- 
eration, and shall consist of 25 bonds 
of $1,000 each, numbered in direct 
order of maturity from:'1 to 25, in- 
clusive, dated December 1, 1947, and 
payable serially as follows: 

$2,000 December ist of each of 
the years 1948 and 1949 

$4,000 December ist of each year 
from 1950 to 1958, inclusive i 

$5,000 December Ist, 1954. 

Said bonds shall bear interest at a 
rate or rates not exceeding four per 
cent (4%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually on June ist and December 
Ist of each year, both principal and 
interest to be payable in lawful mon- 
ey of the United States of America 
at the State Bank of East Jordan in 
the City of Hast Jordan, Michigan © 

Bonds numbered 1 to 16, inclusive, 
maturing in the years 1948 to 1952, 
inclusive, shall be non-callable. 

Bonds numbered 17 to 25, inclu- 
sive, mafuring in the years 1953 
and 1954, shall be redeemable at the 
option of the City, in inverse numer- 
ical order, on any interest payment 
date on or after September 1, 1949, 
at par and accrued interest. Notice 
of redemption shall be given by pub- 
lication in a paper circulated in the 
State of Michigan which carries, as 
part of its regular service, notices of 
sale of municipal bonds, and in cage 
of registered bonds, thirty days’ no- 
tice shall be given by mail to the reg- 
istered address. 

Said bonds: may be registered in 
the manner and with the effect set 
forth on the face thereof, as herein- 
after provided. 

Said bonds shall be signed by the 


City Clerk, and shall have the cor- 
porate seal of the City affixed there- 
to, and shall have interest coupons 
attached bearing the facsimile sig- 
natures of said Mayor and City Clerk, 
and said officials, by the execution of 
said bonds, shall adopt as and for 
their own proper signatures their 
respective facsimile signatures on 


-said coupons. 


Section 5. Said bonds shall not be 
a general obligation or indebtedness 
of the City of East Jordan, but shall 
be payable solely from the net. rev- 
enues derived from the operation of 
the System; and to secure such pay- 


the. 


ment there is hereby created a sta- 
tutory first lien upon the whole of 
the net revenues of said System, to 
continue until the payment in full of” 
the principal and interest on said 
bonds. 

Section 6. The holder or holders of 
said bonds or coupons representing 
in the aggregate not less than twen- 
ty per cent (20%) of the entire issue 
then outstanding may, either at law 
or in equity, by. suit, action, man- 
damus or other proceedings, protect 
and enforce the statutory lien upon 
the revenues of said System, and 
may, by suit, action, mandamus or 
other proceedings, enforce and com- 
pel performance of all duties of the 
officers of the City of East Jordan, 
including the fixing of sufficient rates, 
the collection of revenues, the pro- 
per segregation of the revenues of 
the System and the proper applica- 
tion t hereof: Provided, However, 
that the statutory lien upon said rev- 
enues shall not be construed to com- 
pel the sale of the System. 

If there be any default in the pay- 
ment of the principal of or interest 
upon any of said bonds, any court 
having jurisdiction in any proper ac- 
tion may appoint a receiver to ad- 
minister and operate said System on 
behalf of the City, and under the di- 
rection of said court, and by and 
with the approval of said court, to 
perform all of the duties of the offi- 
cials of said City more particularly 
set forth herein and in Act 94, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1938, as amended. 

The holder or holders of any such 
bonds or any coupons therefrom shall 
have all other rights and remedies 
given by said Act 94, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1938; as amended, for the 
collection and enforcement of said 
bonds and the security therefor. 

Section 7. The construction, alter- 
ation, repair and management of the 
System shall be under the supervision 
and control of the City Council. The 
City Council may make such rules, 
orders and regulations as it deems 
advisable and necessary to assure the 
efficient management and operation 
of the System. 

Section 8. The schedule of. rates 
for water and service supplied by the 
System in effect in the City on the 
date of the adoption of this ordinance 
shall be regarded as the initial sched- 
ule of rates for the purposes of this 
ordinance, but shall be subject to 
such increase and revision from time 
to time as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this ordinance. 

The charges for water and services 
which are under the provisions of 
Section 21 of Act 94 of the Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended, 
made a lien on all premises served 
thereby, unless notice is given that 
a tenant is responsible, are hereby 
recognized to constitute such lien 
and whenever any such charge 
against any piece of property shall 
be delinquent for six months, the 
City Officials in charge of the col- 
lection thereof shall certify to the 
tax assessing officer of the City, the 
fact of such delinquency, whereupon 
such charge shall be entered upon 
the next tax roll as a charge against 
such premises and shall be collected 
and the lien thereof enforced in the 
same manner as general city taxes 
against such premises are collected, 
and the lien thereof enforced.

In addition to other remedies pro- 
vided, the City shall have the right 
tg shut off and discontinue the sup- 
oe of water to any premises for the 
non-payment of water rates, when 
due. , 

Section. 9. The rates hereby fixed 
are estimated to be sufficient to pro- 
vide for the payment of the interest 
upon and tthe principal of all such 
bonds as and when the same become 
due and payable, to create a bond 
and interest redemption fund there- 
for, to provide for the payment of 
the expenses of administration and 
operation and such ‘expenses for 
maintenance of the System as are 
necessary to preserve the same in 
good repair and working order. Such 
rates shall be fixed and revised from 
time to time as. may be necessary to 
produce these amounts, and it is here- 
by covenated and agreed at all times 
to fix and maintain such rates for 
services furnished by the System as 
shall be sufficient to provide for the 
foregoing. —~ 

Section 10. The System shall be 
; operated on the basis of an operating 
or fiscal year commencing on 9-1-47 
and ending on. 9-1-48. 7 

Section 11. The revenues of the 
System are hereby ordered to be set 
aside, as collected, and deposited in 
the State Bank of East Jordan, a 
bank duly qualified to do business in 
Michigan, in an account to be desig- 
nated WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM 
RECEIVING FUND (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the RECEIVING FUND), 
and said revenues so deposited are 
pledged for the purposes of the fol- 
lowing funds and shall be transfer- 
red from said Receiving Fund per- 
iodicaHy in the manner and at the 
times hereinafter specified. - 

(A) OPERATION AND MAINTEN- 

ANCE FUND: 

Out of the. revenues in the Receiv- 
ing Fund, there shall first be set 
aside, quarterly, into a separate de- 
positary account designated the OP- 
ERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
FUND, a sum sufficient to provide 
for the payment, for the next quar- 
terly period, of the current expenses 
of administration and operation of 
the System and such current expen- 
ses for the maintenance thereof as 
may be necessary to preserve the 
Pee in good repair and working or-

(B) BOND AND INTEREST RE- 

DEMPTION FUND: 

_ There shall next be established and 
maintained a separate depositary ac- 
count known as the BOND AND IN- 
TEREST REDEMPTION FUND, 
which shall be used solely and only 
for the purpose of paying the prin- 
cipal of and interest on the bonds 
hereby authorized: Said Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund shall be 
maintained as a separate depositary 
account in the bank or trust company 


where the bonds are made payable. 

Out of the revenues remaining in 
the Receiving Fund after provision 
has been made for expenses of -oper- 
ation and maintenance of the Sys- 
tem, there shall next be. set aside, 
quarterly, in the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund, a sum sufficient 
to provide for the payment of the 
principal of and interest: upon all 
oustanding bonds payable from the 
revenues of the System, as and when 
the same become due and payable. 
The amount so set aside during each 
quarterly period, commencing Decem- 
ber 1, 1947 shall be not less than 
one half (%) of the interest and one 
fourth (4) of the principal next 
maturing on the bonds herein auth- 
orized. 

No further payment need be made 
into said Bond and Interest Redemp- 
tion Fund after enough of the bonds 
have been retired so that the amount 
then held in said fund (including any 
reserve therein) is equal to the en- 
tire amount of principal and interest 


‘which will be payable at the time of 


maturity of all the bonds then re- 
maining outstanding. If, in any op- 
erating year, the City shall fail to 
pay into the Bond and Interest Re- 
demption Fund the full amount here- 
inbefore stipulated, then an amount 
equivalent to such deficiency — shall 
be set apart and paid into said fund 
from the first available net revenues 
of the following operating year or 
years. 

Section 11. Any revenues remain- 
ing in the Receiving Fund in any op- 
erating year after meeting all re- 
quirements of the Operation and 
Maintenance Fund and Bond and In- 
terest Redemption Fund ° shall be 
deemed to be surplus and shall be 
transferred by the City Council into 
the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund and used for the purpose of 
calling bonds of this issue. Any such 
moneys remaining in the Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund after all 
callable bonds have been retired shall 
remain in said fund as a reserve to 
meet future payments on bonds of 
this issue. 

Section 12. Said bonds shall be sold 
and the proceeds applied in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Act 94, 
Publie Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended. 

Section 13. The State Bank of East 
Jordan, Michigan, a Federal Reserve 
System member bank, is hereby des- 
ignated depositary of the proceeds of 
sale of said bonds. Such proceeds 
shall be used solely to pay the cost 
of the extensions and improvements 
herein described and any engineer- 
ing’, legal or other incidental expens- 
es, and shall be paid out on author- 
ization of the City Council. Any re- 
maining. balance after such expendi- 
ture shall be paid into the Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund and shall 
be used for the redemption of ecall- 
able bonds. 


Section 14. The City of East Jor- 


dan covenants and agrees with the 
successive holders of the bonds and 
coupons that so long as any of the 
bonds remain outstanding and un- 
paid as to either principal or inter- 
est — 

(a) The City will maintain’ the 
System in good repair and working 
order and will operate the same effi- 
ciently and will faithfully and punc- 
tually perform all duties with refer- 
ence to the System required by the 
Constitution and laws of the State 
of Michigan, including the making 
and collecting of sufficient rates for 
water and service rendered by the 
System and the segregation and ap- 
plication of the Revenues of the Sys- 
tem in the manner provided in this 
Ordinance. 

(b) The City will fix and collect 
rates and charges for all water ser- 
vice supplied by the System in order 
to obtain revenues fully sufficient to 
provide for payment of the expenses 
of administration, operation and 
maintenance of the System, to pro- 
vide for the payment of interest on 
and the, principal of all obligations 
payable’ therefrom, including the 
bonds herein authorized, as and when 
the same become due and payable. 
Such rates shall be fixed and revised 
from time to time as may be neces- 
sary to produce these amounts. © 

(c) The City will not permit free 
water service to be supplied by the 
System to the City or any depart- 
men or agency thereof, or to any per- 
son, firm or corporation, public or 
private, or to any public agency or 
instrumentality. The reasonable cost 
and value of all water service ren- 
dered to the City and its various de- 
partments shall be charged against 
the City and shall be paid for as the 
service .accrues, All payments so 


made shall be considered revenues 


of the System, and shall be applied 
in the manner herein provided for 
the application of the revenues of 
the System. 

(b) The schedule of rates for wa- 
ter service referred to in Section 7 
of this Ordinance shall be regarded 
as the initial schdule of rates for the 
purposes of this Ordinance. Such 
rates shall be subject to increase and 
revision from time to time as may 
be necessary to carry out the provis- 
ions of this Ordinance. 

(e) The City Commission will 
maintain and keep proper books of 
record and account, separate from 


all other records and accounts, in. 


which shall be made full and correct 
entries of all transactions relating to 
the System. Not later than 
months after he close of each oper- 
ating year, the City Commission wiil 
cause to be prepared, on forms fur- 
nished by the Municipal Finance 


Commission, if such forms be avail-. 


able, a statement in reasonable de- 
tail, sworn to by its chief accounting 


officer, showing the cash income and’ 


disbursements of the System during 
such operating year, the assets and 
liabilities of the System at the be- 
ginning and close of the fiscal year, 
and such other information as is 
necessary to enable any taxpayer of 
the City, user of the service furnish- 
ed, or any holder or owner of the 
bonds or anyone acting in their be- 
half, to be fully informed as to all 
matters pertaining to the financial 
operation of the System during such 
year. A certified copy of such state- 
ment shall be filed with the Munici- 
yal Finance Commission, and such 
statement and books of record and 
account shall at all reasonable times 
be open to inspection by any taxpay- 
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er of the City, user of the service ‘or 
holder or holders of any bonds or 
anyone acting in their behalf. The 
City Commission will also cause an 
annual audit of such books of record 
and account for the preceding oper- 
ating year to be made by a recogniz- 
ed independent: certified public ac- 
countant, and will make such audit 
available to the holders of any of the 
bonds. 


(f) The City will maintain and. 


carry for the benefit of the holders 
of the bonds, insurance on all physi- 
cal properties of the System, of the 
kinds and in the amounts normally 
carried by public utility companies 
and municipalities engaged in the 
operation of water systems. All mon- 
eys received for losses under any 
such insurance policies shall be ap- 
plied solely to the replacement and 
restoration of the property damaged 
or destroyed, and to’ the extent not 
so used, shall be used for the purpose 
of calling bonds. 

(zg) The City will not sell, lease or 


stantial part thereof until all of the 
bonds have been paid in full, both 
as to principal and interest. The City, 


the System to be carried on as econ- 
omically as possible, will cause to be 
made to the System all repairs and 
replacements necessary to keep the
